Producers of Meat and Eggs- 


Farm Hens Are Small. 


(From th« United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 


Inasmuch as most farms have al 


ready eome supply of poultry, the 
problem for the farmer la one of in- 
crease and not, like that of the city 
dweller who undertakes to keep bans 
to supply bis own table with eggs, one 
of securing the foundation stock. 
While the American standard breeds 
are, for general purposes, the best, It 
ia not urged that they be made to 
supplant other breeds where the oth- 
er breeds are established and where 
they can be produced with a fair de- 
gree of success and of profit 
The 


American standard breeds, broadly 
speaking, are the larger breeds of 
general-purpose fowl, good producers 
of both meat and eggs, as distinguished 
from the small breeds that are spe- 
cialized egg producers. Farmers and 
farmers' wives v ho have built up their 
own flocks, and know the peculiari- 
ties of their breed and how to make 
the most of them will do best by 
keeping the hens that they have, even 
Though they be bmall and inferior as 
meat producers, instead of trying to 
replace them with heavier ones.

piled constantly with clean water. The 
houses and immediate premises should 
be thoroughly disinfected once a 
month with air-staked lime or a 5 per 
cent aotatton of crude carbolic acid. 


Hogs Kept Under Conditions Here

ease Than Those Kept Under Sani- 
tary Conditions. 


Animals that show indications of sick- 
ness should be immediately isolated 
and the premises thoroughly disinfect- 
ed. New hogs brought to the farm 
should be isolated or quarantined for 
several days before they are permitted 
to run with the herd.

As a matter of convenience it will 


probably be more satisfactory Inmost 
cases to confine the culls and give the 
portion of the farm flock used for 
breeders the usual accommodations 
and range. The culls may be shut in 
small quarters without yard if neces- 
sary, while that is not advisable for 
breeding stock. 


The next thing to consider ia the 


In many cases it will be to the 
advantage of farmers undertaking to 
increase and Improve their flocks to 
buy standard males of general-purpose 
breeds because of the additional size 
and weight such males will give the 
chicks, to say nothing of the probable 
increase in egg production.

A yard surrounded by a 5-foot fence 


will, under most conditions, keep chick- 
ens at home. If the hens show a tend- 
ency to fly over such a fence, (he flight 
feathers of one wins should lie clipped. 
A fence made of woven wire is prefer- 
able to a fence made of board or other 
material. A bonrd should not be used 
at the top of n wire fence as this gives 
the hen4; n visible place to alight and 
tends to teach them to fly over. The 
larger the yard which can be provided 
the more contented the hens will be. 
It not ,only gives them greater oppor- 
tunulty to exercise but often makes it 
possible to maintain a sod oa the yard 
which is advisable.

Fla- 
tow and Danzig, and this is denounced 
by the German press as the Implied an- 
nexation of large parts of German east- 
ern provinces. The Poles have ordered 
the mobilization of about 1,500,000 
men.

Polish army numbering 50,000 was be- 
ing landed at Danzig, the seaport of 
West Prussia, which the Poles seek as 
an outlet to the Baltic sea.
